Strong interest was manifested 
in the debate owing to the timeli­ 
ness of the discussion and the in­ 
telligent and forcible presentation 
of the arguments on both sides. 
The affirmative took the ground 
that the final triumph of the Japa­ 
nese over the Russians, which now 
seems imminent, is a menace to 
Aryan supremacy and would seri­ 
ously retard the progress of Christ­ 
ianity in the Orient. 
In support 
of this the argument was made 
that the Mongolian races, incited 
by Japanese successes, would know 
no bounds to their ambition, and 
that Europe at least would become 
overrun by the 
“ yellow peril” 
through enormous armies which 
the Japanese and Chinese could 
command; through restrictions up­ 
on trade and the expulsion 
of 
Europeans from 
Asia and 
the 
United States from the Philippines. 
These and many other arguments, 
including a charge of the unreli­ 
ability of the Mongolian character, 
were clearly presented and well re­ 
ceived. 
The negative turned the search­ 
light of criticism upon the Russian 
character, individual and national, 
and laid bare the record of politi­ 
cal intrigue, corruption and crime 
which has brought so many woes 
upon the Russian people them­ 
selves; held that religion of Rus­ 
sia is of no effect to stay the tide 
of oppression at home, much less 
to hold out hope to other countries; 
and asserted that the Japanese, on 
the other hand, permit freedom of 
religion, have upheld the 
open 
door policy, have adopted the prin­ 
ciples of western civilization, have 
been peaceable except when forced 
into war for their own protection, 
and are today by reason of their 
intelligence and progressiveness a 
great, liberal world power in which 
there is no element of peril to the 
arts of peace or the progress of 
Christianity. 
Other 
arguments 
were added, making a highly credi­ 
table defense. 
The large crowd present greatly 
enjoyed the debate and was not 
only entertained, but edified there­ 
by. 
After considering the argu­ 
ments carefully the judges render­ 
ed a decision in favor of the a ffirm- 
ative.

HARVEY ITEMS. 


To the Bryan Eagle. 
Harvey, Texas, April 12.—En­ 
closed you will find 50 cents for 
my subscription. 
As money is as 
scarce as 
hen’s teeth, I will only 
order the 
Eagle for six months, 
and perhaps by that time I will 
have sold my one bale of cotton 
which I expect to raise this year. 
I am in favor of reduction of acre­ 
age in cotton. 
Home say they are 
going to 
reduce 25 per cent. 
I 
don’t know just what per cent I 
will reduce, but each one can figure 
for himself. 
Last year I planted 
thirty acres and this year I expect 
to plant five acres. 
I fear a great 
many farmers are going to plant 
more cotton than they had intended 
owing to so much rain preventing 
the planting of a large corn acre­ 
age. 
However, we should not be­ 
come discouraged over the outlook 
for corn; there is yet plenty of 
time to plant corn. 
There is a 
time for all thingw; hence as there 
has been no time for planting corn 
earlier, there must be a time for 
planting it later. 
One thing we 
must not forget—it’s not too late 
for planting goobers and sorghum. 
Goobers are almost as good feed 
for stock as corn, if properly taken 
care of, and sorghum is an excel­ 
lent feed if correctly harvested. 
Black eyed peas, sown on any kind 
of land, make a good hay for cat­ 
tle and horses. 
I am sure, if the 
farmers would only think a little, 
they could soon learn that other 
crops can be raised upon which a 
good profit can be realized. 
The farmers of this precinct are 
rapidly planting the grand staple. 
If the weather remains fair there 
will be thousands of acres of cotton 
planted in the next ten days—per­ 
haps enough to supply the demand 
of the universe. 
What we need 
this year is enough less to supply 
the demand, as there was too much 
raised last year. 
But some of us, 
and most likely all, will not know 
how much less it will take. 
We 
can only m ake a rough calculation 
as to the number of bales required. 
If we made 14,000,000 bales last 
year and there are 3,000.000 bales 
more than the commercial demand 
can consume, we must note that 
these 3,000,000 bales will be carried 
over for next year’s consumption. 
At these figures we find thateleven 
million bales would he the com­ 
mercial demand. 
Now if we raise 
only 8,CKX),OOO bales thi* year we

will have the demand supplied, in­ 
cluding the 3,000,000 
hales on 
hand. 
In order to make this crop 
we must reduce 42 per cent. 
If 
there were 42,000,000 acres in cot­ 
ton last year, we must plant only 
24.000.000 acres this 
year. 
To 
make it more clear; we must plant 
only 8 acres this year to every 14 
acres last year, and if we planted 
IOO acres last year we must plant 
only 37 1-7 acres this year. 
In 
order to prove these figures I will 
first state that I allowed 3 acres to 
the bale last year and counted 
14.000.000 bales; 
then we have 
3 times 14,000,000 which gives us 
42.000.000 acres. 
Now we must 
make 8,000,000 bales this year and 
count same number of acres to the 
bale as last year—we would say 3 
times 
8,000,000 are 
24,000,000 
acres to plant this year, and at the 
same time we want to make 6,000,- 
000 bales less this year than last. 
Well, then, reduce the crop of 42,- 
(XX),OOO acres down 18,000,000 and 
we will have the 24,000,000 acres, 
count it to average a bale to three 
acres, we will raise our required 
amount. 
Great will be the day when all 
farmers are 
organized so as to 
have confidence in each other— 
each to let the other know just 
how much of each farm product he 
is going to plant, and in the mean­ 
time be true to these promises; be 
firm in one solid body as brothers. 
If you are going to be a man, be 
one, and don’t merely pretend to 
be. 
Don’t stay at home and say 
“I ’m willing to do what my neigh­ 
bors do/* but all meet together 
and discuss the subject of crop 
diversification and scientific agri­ 
culture. 
S c h o o l yourselves on 
farming; you can never learn too 
much about it. 
No man has yet 
learned it all. 
There is something 
to be learned every year in farm­ 
ing. In the Farmers’ Union would 
be a nice place to school yourself. 
But we don’t ask you to join us 
unless you think it a good thing 
and believe it your duty to join. 
But I say do something, if it’s 
nothing more than scrub the moss 
off your back. Let the world know 
you are not dead in your hull. 
Come out of the hackles I say. 
Our little Union at Harvey has 
grown enough to secure a charter, 
the membership to date being 17. 
Another small Union has been 
organized at Holligan school house 
with 8 members, organization hav­ 
ing been perfected April 5. 
Many 
others intended to join at this 
meeting, but were absent on ac­ 
count of the illness of Mr. Jim 


Weeden, whose death has since 
occurred. 
The general health of this com­ 
munity is very good at present, 
though some of the farmers have 
“all overs” on account of so much 
wet weather. 
Mr. C. L. Eden and family paid 
a visit to Mr. Shaw this week. 
Wild geese are going north by 
the hundreds. 
I wonder if there 
isn’t an over-production of feathers 
this year—I see the geese are still 
holding their feathers. 
Oh, well, 
1 guess they have joined the Farm­ 
ers’ Union or the National Cotton 
Growers’ Association. 
If I could 
find some news the editor wouldn’t 
mind publishing that, but I guess 
this letter will find its way to the 
waste basket. 
If it does, the other 
half of my tablet is left, upon which 
I can write something else. 
Much good luck and success to 
the editor and readers of the Eagle.
